Bvery few years the greedy fire 


insutance companies want just a 
littleW)re "jack" to fill their cof- 
fers. They are not getting enough 
so they claim to pay losses in oth- 
er portions of the Union, and of 
course to maize the quota, they in- 
crease their rates in other towns 
The insurer claims that he is not 
getting enough. We, the insured, i 
have no recourse. We must stand . 
by and let them filch the money i 
if we want protection. 


The amount of the protection J 


given us is problematical. The bu- 
reau g£ts out a plat of the city, 
with nice blue and pink squares, 
covering 
every ward 
If your' 


property happens to be colored ito 
in a. hazardous location and you 
pay more than your neighbor 
Sometimes the rate is pushed up if 
you handle gasoline m your bus- 
iness, or if the 
roof 
is shingled 


with wood instead of tin or slate. \ 
If you are sandwiched between 
two other frame buildings you are 
m bad company and you are pen- 
alized by having to pay a higher 
rate. 
Such are the pleasures of 


living in a civilized 
community 


Either you pay what the associa-1 
tion says you should, or else It's j 
either pay or carry your own nsk. • 


A certain piece of property on 


Main-st in this city paid such a big 
rate several years ago that the 
premiums paid in would have paid 
for the original price of the prop- 
erty in ten years. x 


In the millions lost by fire in 


the earthquake at San Francisco 
Calif, some years ago, the insured 
had little recourse. A number of 
companies refused to pay losses 
They took refuge behind the fact 
that the earthquake was an act of 
God, 
and thousands of real estate 


owners lost their very all. This is 
the first instance where the in- 
sured learned that Fire Insurance 
companies are linked up with the 
Redeemer. 


But to get down to facts 
Are 


we in such a bad plight"7 Is our 
9re department as bad as they say 
it is? 
What is the condition of 


the foreign owned water supply 
company. Is it as bad as painted ' 
These are important to the body 
oohtics and they should be inves- 
tigated by thoroughly competent 
and broadminded committee, the 
members of which should be tax- 
payers, non-partisan. 


The city has two fire engines 


one of which has been recently 
overhauled and is in good condi- 
tion. The other is in bad need of 
repair and would 
probably need 


about S1.500 expended pn it to 
make it serviceable. Possibly it 
would be economy to get a nev 
up-to-date fire engine instead of 
paying out good money to fix up 
an antiquated fire fighting appara- 
tus. The city owes property own- 
ers adequate protection. The nar- 
row minded idea that has prevail- 
ed in this town among members of 
the city 
council that 
economy 


must rule is bosh. It it the most 
costly kind of economy. One big 
fire would quickly prove the argu- 
ment of inadequate protection. The 
city has 160 fire hydrants of which 
number 25 are dead end hydrants 
These latter by all means should 
be connected 
up with the main 


system of mams. We have 23 cis- 
terns. Only five of these are in 
fair condition. These will average 
about 1500 barrels of water each 
and in case of a big fire they 
would not prove of much assist- 
ance. 
Manning our 53,500 fire depart- 


ment are four men and one fire 
chief. The employes are employ- 
ed on the platoon system, two are 
on 24 hours and two off. The 
chief is practically on all the time 
in that be is subject to call any | 
time. In other towns of the size 
of this citv, they have an assist- 
ant fire chief. The law of the 
state calls for a fireman for each 
1000 of population 
We are en- 


titled to seven firemen, but the 
former council committee on the 
fire department compromised by 
employing four men and one chief 


iFlremeo ?tt |90 « month. The 


chief pulls down the eum of f 110. 
Washington C. H. pays it* firemen 
the salary the chief gets here. 


The fire loss in this city In 1928 


was 94,800, and up to April thla 
year It has totaled $5,000. 


The low preasure of the 
city 


water supply 
in fires should be 


looked in to. Are we facing 
a 


real water shortage? The engine 
at the waterworks, It 13 said by 
those competent to judge, to big 
enough, but the water supply is 
not ample In big flrcs in the past 
water could not be obtained and 
the pressure was ao low that it 
would not run through hose. The 
city authorities should not mince j 
matters with this foreign com- 
pany which now owns the water 
supply, and if the facts show that 
the nressnt company is not able 
to take care of emergencies they 


•hould be compelled to MCUIV an 
•dequtte water mipply or throw 
up the sponge. The city cannot 
afford to take a risk with a com* 
pany which Isa water supply com- 
pany -,z paper only.
